The School Board of Lyme are happy to say that in 
their opinion the schools have made greater progress dur- 
ing the past year than any year since the adoption of the 
town system. A greater interest has been manifested by 
parents, teachers, and scholars-——all working harmonious- 
ly together for the best possible results. The Board are 
of the opinion that the parents are entitled to a large 
share of the credit for this extra progress. 

The school registers show a greater number of the 
names of parents who have visited the schools during the 
past year than ever before. By these visits the parents 
have said to their children, in tones louder than words, 
“We are deeply anxious for your success.” That parent- 
al anxiety is not only a powerful stimulous to the schol- 
ars, but also to the teachers. By those visits they are 
given to understand that they may rely upon the constant 
co-operation of the parents. It is hoped that those 
parental visits may not only be continued but greatly in- 
creased in the future. 


SCT OOL' NGeery 
Advanced Department.—Summer term taught by 
Miss Fannie M. Stevens of Thetford, Vt. Miss Stevens 
has taught several terms in Lyme, and always with good 
SuCcCESS. 
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Winter term taught by Mr..F. G. Atwell of Enfield, 
N. H. This school may be ‘truly ranked No? age 
Board had the satisfaction of believing that they had pro- 
cured “the right man in the right place.’ Mr. Atwell 
seemed to realize the importance of getting the good-will 
of both children and parents. He was also mindful of 
the fact that scholars have rights that are entitled to 
respect. He very soon secured the willing and cheerful 
obedience of the entire school. He had the faculty of 
creating such a lively interest in the several studies pur- 
sued that his scholars chose to study rather than play. 
It seems needless to add that the sghool was a perfect 
success. 

Primary Department.—Summer and winter terms 
taught by Miss Alice G. Churchill. This school, being 
composed of young scholars, requires a'large amount of 
patience and hard work. ‘The greater part of the schol- 
ars attended school quite regularly, and made good 
progress upward, while others of very irregular attend- 
ance progressed downwards. A mutual co-operation on 
the part of parents and teachers in influencing those 
children to like to go to school would, no doubt, bring 
about a decided improvement. 


SCHOOR Nes 

Summer and fall terms taught by Miss Ella S. Lam- 
prey of Orford. Some of the scholars in this school fail 
to realize the importance of getting a good education. 
Had those scholars made one-half the effort to perform 
their part that the teacher did to perform hers, different 
results would have followed. The most of the scholars 
made fair progress, and if some of the larger boys had 
assisted the teacher, as all scholars are in duty bound to 
do, the school would have been a far greater success. 


SCHOOL NO. 3. 
Summer term taught by Miss Alice Palmer. This 
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Was a very successful school. Miss Palmer is a very 
energetic teacher, and spared no pains in trying to inter- 
est her scholars. 

Winter term taught by Miss Louise Washburn. 
This school commenced very well, and had the teacher’s 
health been sufficient for the task no doubt the school 
would have been a success. ‘The spirit was willing but. 
the flesh was weak.” She said, “My health is such that 
I cannot do justice to myself or scholars.” For the last 
three weeks of the term her sister Alice took her place, 
and good satisfaction was given. 


SCHOOL NO rs: 

Summer term taught by Miss Gertrude Vaughn of 
Lebanon, who was very successful in securing the good- 
will of all her scholars, and also in making the several 
studies interesting. Good progress was made and _ per- 
fect satisfaction given.

Winter term taught by Lillian S. Derby. Itis very 
much to be regretted that some of the large scholars in 
this school utterly fail to improve their time in studying. 
The teacher tried her best to assist them, but her efforts 
in their behalf were not appreciated by them. Some 
made very good progress. 


SCHOOL NOUS. 


Summer term taught by Miss Emma S. Woodward. 
This was a very good school. A lively interest was main- 
tained; and teacher, scholars and parents are all entitled 
to much credit for their combined efforts for the best pos- 
sible success of the school. 

Winter term taught by Herbert B. Converse. This 
was his third term in this school; and we are happy to 
say that although his first term was good, his second was 
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better, and if possible the third was best of all. Should 
be pleased to engage him for at least three terms more. 


SCHOO TANG i 

Summer term taught by Miss Florence Paine of 
Fairlee, Vt. 

Fall term was under the wise and efficient manage- 
ment of Miss Mary Riley of Orford. Her methods of in- 
struction were good, and she was decided in enforcing 
obedience to all wholesome rules. Good progress made 
in the studies pursued.

This was her first experience in teaching, and she entered 
into the work with a manifest determination to accomp- ~ 
lish the greatest possible amount. Her energetic efforts 
produced highly commendable results, and gave addi- 
tional proof of the truth of the maxim that “Where there 
is a will there is a way.”
